Following Hussein's return Pre- 


mier Tewfik Abul Huda is expected 
to submit his resignation in ac- 
cordance with custom, but it ap- 
peared certain he would be'asked 
to form a new cabinet. The pre- 
mier has endeared himself to the 
new King and his mother by fight- 
ing to maintain the boy's rights to 
the throne against intrigues which 
have plagued1, the divided royal 
family. 


Hussein, up to now a student at 


England's famed Harrow school, 
will not exercise the royal powers 
until his I8th birthday next spring. 
Until Ihen, a regency council — 
the senators who had acted for 
his lather for the past three months 
— will act tor him. 


In Lausanne, a representative of 


the royal family said Hussein's mo- 
ther would not .permit him to give 
interviews at the present time. 


"He is too young to talk to the 


press, the Queen feels," the offi- 
cial said. 


Parliament deposed the 41-year 


old Talsl after hearing medical re 
ports that there was no hope for 
his recovery. He had been King 
for. slightly less than 13 months — 
since the assassination July 20 
1951, of his father King Abdullan— 
but actually had ruled for only 
eight moths. 


At the time of Abdullah's death, 


Talal was receiving medical treat- 
ment in Switzerland and his bro- 
ther, Prince Naif, served as re 
gtnt for the first two months of 
his relfen. When Talal returned to 
Europe last spring, a throne conn 
ell was named on May 15 and has 
exercised the royal responsibilities 
ever since.

The pre- 
mier has endeared himself to the 
new King and his mother by fight- 
ing to maintain the boy's rights to 
the throne against intrigues which 
have plagued1, the divided royal 
family. 


Hussein, up to now a student at 


England's famed Harrow school, 
will not exercise the royal powers 
until his I8th birthday next spring. 
Until Ihen, a regency council — 
the senators who had acted for 
his lather for the past three months 
— will act tor him. 


In Lausanne, a representative of 


the royal family said Hussein's mo- 
ther would not .permit him to give 
interviews at the present time. 


"He is too young to talk to the 


press, the Queen feels," the offi- 
cial said. 


Parliament deposed the 41-year 


old Talsl after hearing medical re 
ports that there was no hope for 
his recovery. He had been King 
for. slightly less than 13 months — 
since the assassination July 20 
1951, of his father King Abdullan— 
but actually had ruled for only 
eight moths. 


At the time of Abdullah's death, 


Talal was receiving medical treat- 
ment in Switzerland and his bro- 
ther, Prince Naif, served as re 
gtnt for the first two months of 
his relfen. When Talal returned to 
Europe last spring, a throne conn 
ell was named on May 15 and has 
exercised the royal responsibilities 
ever since.

The pre- 
mier has endeared himself to the 
new King and his mother by fight- 
ing to maintain the boy's rights to 
the throne against intrigues which 
have plagued1, the divided royal 
family. 


Hussein, up to now a student at 


England's famed Harrow school, 
will not exercise the royal powers 
until his I8th birthday next spring. 
Until Ihen, a regency council — 
the senators who had acted for 
his lather for the past three months 
— will act tor him. 


In Lausanne, a representative of 


the royal family said Hussein's mo- 
ther would not .permit him to give 
interviews at the present time. 


"He is too young to talk to the 


press, the Queen feels," the offi- 
cial said. 


Parliament deposed the 41-year 


old Talsl after hearing medical re 
ports that there was no hope for 
his recovery. He had been King 
for. slightly less than 13 months — 
since the assassination July 20 
1951, of his father King Abdullan— 
but actually had ruled for only 
eight moths. 


At the time of Abdullah's death, 


Talal was receiving medical treat- 
ment in Switzerland and his bro- 
ther, Prince Naif, served as re 
gtnt for the first two months of 
his relfen. When Talal returned to 
Europe last spring, a throne conn 
ell was named on May 15 and has 
exercised the royal responsibilities 
ever since.

The pre- 
mier has endeared himself to the 
new King and his mother by fight- 
ing to maintain the boy's rights to 
the throne against intrigues which 
have plagued1, the divided royal 
family. 


Hussein, up to now a student at 


England's famed Harrow school, 
will not exercise the royal powers 
until his I8th birthday next spring. 
Until Ihen, a regency council — 
the senators who had acted for 
his lather for the past three months 
— will act tor him. 


In Lausanne, a representative of 


the royal family said Hussein's mo- 
ther would not .permit him to give 
interviews at the present time. 


"He is too young to talk to the 


press, the Queen feels," the offi- 
cial said. 


Parliament deposed the 41-year 


old Talsl after hearing medical re 
ports that there was no hope for 
his recovery. He had been King 
for. slightly less than 13 months — 
since the assassination July 20 
1951, of his father King Abdullan— 
but actually had ruled for only 
eight moths. 


At the time of Abdullah's death, 


Talal was receiving medical treat- 
ment in Switzerland and his bro- 
ther, Prince Naif, served as re 
gtnt for the first two months of 
his relfen. When Talal returned to 
Europe last spring, a throne conn 
ell was named on May 15 and has 
exercised the royal responsibilities 
ever since.

The pre- 
mier has endeared himself to the 
new King and his mother by fight- 
ing to maintain the boy's rights to 
the throne against intrigues which 
have plagued1, the divided royal 
family. 


Hussein, up to now a student at 


England's famed Harrow school, 
will not exercise the royal powers 
until his I8th birthday next spring. 
Until Ihen, a regency council — 
the senators who had acted for 
his lather for the past three months 
— will act tor him. 


In Lausanne, a representative of 


the royal family said Hussein's mo- 
ther would not .permit him to give 
interviews at the present time. 


"He is too young to talk to the 


press, the Queen feels," the offi- 
cial said. 


Parliament deposed the 41-year 


old Talsl after hearing medical re 
ports that there was no hope for 
his recovery. He had been King 
for. slightly less than 13 months — 
since the assassination July 20 
1951, of his father King Abdullan— 
but actually had ruled for only 
eight moths. 


At the time of Abdullah's death, 


Talal was receiving medical treat- 
ment in Switzerland and his bro- 
ther, Prince Naif, served as re 
gtnt for the first two months of 
his relfen. When Talal returned to 
Europe last spring, a throne conn 
ell was named on May 15 and has 
exercised the royal responsibilities 
ever since.

mier Tewfik Abul Huda is expected 
to submit his resignation in ac- 
cordance with custom, but it ap- 
peared certain he would be'asked 
to form a new cabinet. The pre- 
mier has endeared himself to the 
new King and his mother by fight- 
ing to maintain the boy's rights to 
the throne against intrigues which 
have plagued1, the divided royal 
family. 


Hussein, up to now a student at 


England's famed Harrow school, 
will not exercise the royal powers 
until his I8th birthday next spring. 
Until Ihen, a regency council — 
the senators who had acted for 
his lather for the past three months 
— will act tor him. 


In Lausanne, a representative of 


the royal family said Hussein's mo- 
ther would not .permit him to give 
interviews at the present time. 


"He is too young to talk to the 


press, the Queen feels," the offi- 
cial said. 


Parliament deposed the 41-year 


old Talsl after hearing medical re 
ports that there was no hope for 
his recovery. He had been King 
for. slightly less than 13 months — 
since the assassination July 20 
1951, of his father King Abdullan— 
but actually had ruled for only 
eight moths. 


At the time of Abdullah's death, 


Talal was receiving medical treat- 
ment in Switzerland and his bro- 
ther, Prince Naif, served as re 
gtnt for the first two months of 
his relfen. When Talal returned to 
Europe last spring, a throne conn 
ell was named on May 15 and has 
exercised the royal responsibilities 
ever since.
